W |dlUE 2 & by an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland WiKAet, ^ 
in the twenty-seventh year of the reign of his late Majesty (reciting and 
King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to extend the Powers 5 g. 3 . £ 9 .) 
“ given by Law to certain Persons of making Leases of Lands for ^TenantTin

in possession in law or equity of any estate in fee tail, or for life with 
10 immediate remainder over to or in trust for his issue, to demise land 
out of his said estate whereof he should be so seised, being no part of 
the demesne usually occupied with the mansion house, and not 
exceeding fifteen acres, plantation measure, in the whole, for three 
lives renewable for ever, to any person or persons who should 
15 engage and contract to carry on some branch of the Linen Ma- 
nufacture ; provided that such Leases should be made upon the 
terms and conditions and subject to the regulations in the said 
Act mentioned and contained : And whereas by an Act made in eaiv^c.m. 
the Parliament of the United Kingdom in the sixth year of His imh Acts. 
20 present Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act for the better regula- 
“ tion of the Linen and Hempen Manufacture in Ireland,” the 
said recited Acts of the Parliament of Ireland were (among others) 

Repealed, and made null and void : And whereas before the Agreernents 
passing of the said recited Act of the sixth year of His present Lease* made 
Majesty’s reign, certain persons had made and entered into agree- pa , s i ng of the

cuted Leases in pursuance thereof ; and it is expedient that all such 
Leases should be confirmed and declared valid and effectual, not- 
withstanding the repeal of the said Act of the twenty-seventh year

valid and effectual to all intents and purposes whatsoever as if such 
Lease had been made and executed at any time before the passing 
of the said Act of the sixth year of His present Majesty’s reign : 
Provided always, That such Lease shall have been or shall be made 
under the terms, conditions and restrictions contained and expressed 
in the said recited Acts of the Parliament of Ireland respectively, 
but not otherwise. 
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
